Jimmy Flynt, "the brother of the 
wounded magazine publisher, confirmed 
that Lane was still employed by Flynt publi- 
cations. 

'“He’s still with the company,” Flynt 
said. ‘1 don’t know how the investigation’s 
going.” 

Flynt said his brother has been unable 
io talk with police about the incident in 
which Larry Flynt and Lawrenceville attor- 
ney Gene Reeves were wounded by a sniper / 
while walking to the Gwinnett County State/ 
Court building for the conclusion of an ob- 
scenity trial. . f. 

"He hasn’t been able to communicate • 
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with people, : because he’s still confused 
about sfhat happened.” Jimmy Flynt said. 

"They’re still keeping him .under mor- 
phine, /Valium, antibiotics, stuff like that, so 

you would get disoriented,” Flynt Said. •
